The following are fome of the articles of a treaty of 
alliance, between the King of the ‘T'wo Sicilies and 
his Majefty the Emperor ot all the Rufhas: 

Art. If. His Majelty, the Emperor of all the 
Ruflias, in order to prove his defire of being effec- 
tively, and as much as poflible an ufeful ally to his Ma. 
jelty the King of the two Sicihies; independently'of 
thie alliftance which his fleet joined to that of the Porte 
in the Mediterranean affords, by contributing to 





gligence, and of greater brutality, 1 was {carcely poilible 
to {tate in a Court of fultice. Lord Bandon, a No- 
bleman of the kingdom of Ireland, had three favourite 
horfes which he was defirous to fend over to this 
country, andthe defendant undertook to convey them 
fafe in his veflel from Cork to Briftol. ‘The defendant, 
according to his contract wi'h Mr Kenefect, a friend 
of the plaintitt, was to receive five guineas for the car- 
rying of thefe horfvs, avd his Lordihip was to find them 
in hay, oats, and every other neceflary except water, 
which was to be fupplicd by the Captain, There were 
on board only two and a half {mall calks of water, but 
the Captain faid he would take in plenty of water when 
he arrived at the Cove. When the thip arrived there, 
though he was told it was abfolutcly neceflary to take 
store water on board, he pertinacioufly wefufed, and 
though the water he. had then on board was rot neatly 
fpfficient for his crew and thefe horfes, he would not 
© permit one drop more'to be brought on board, and the 
-veflel went out to fea with near 100 people. Amongit 
thefe were 50 or 60 rectuits, but their Captain found 
them in water. Before they had got well out of the 
harbour, the wind became very foul, and the horfes, for 
want of water, would not eat their food ; and in con- 
‘fequence of that, having-become delivious aad frantic, 
they did a great deal of mifchief, and therctore they 
_ were obliged to flaughter them; aod if the fhip had 
v-remained 30 hours longer at fea, not the horfes only, 
but every man on board, mult have perifhed. The 
» fhip failed.on Sunday from Cork, and the water be- 
came fo fearee, that each of the crew» was put on 
enfiurt’ allowance on Monday night; and, after that, 
© every petfon on. board was confiaed to an allowance 
“of Jefs than a pint of water a day till Saturday, when 
.-they got back fafe into Crookhaven. 


‘On Wednelday, in confequence of the want of water, 
. the horfes became delirious, and in the evening of that 


day their throats were cut by orders of the Captain. 
“The Jearned Counfel admitted it was the work of ne- 
ceflity, when the fafety of human life and of common 
~ pial life came invo competition; but the queftion 
“was, who was the parent of that neceility, and what 
this Captain had to anfwer to God and man for fuch 
brutal and abominable conduct. One poor fellow, - at 
- ithe point of expiring, crawled from the hold, and got 
on the quarter-deck, where the Captain was enjoying 
“him@lf with a tumbler of rum and watér. He begged 
‘of him for God’s fake to give him one fingle drop 
* of water to moilfen his mouth—the Captain ordered 
“him dowa again—this man faid it was better to die 
“onthe Quarter-deck, when the Captain took a mouth- 
ful of bis grog, and fpurted it in his face, on which 
be fell down fenfelefs,:and to appearance dead on the 
~'deck. © The learned” Counfel here adverted to the 
‘fatferings and cruel death of fome of our countrymen 
> at Calcutta, in confequence of clofe confinement. But 
there, he faid, the tyrant was afleep, and the flaves 
“belonging to him had no authority to make him 
* awake. It was mote than’ probable, that the Suba of 
al, had he witnefled their fufferings, ‘would have 
. fhewn more hunsanity than this dan his action 
©4was certainly not brought to p t an for his 
‘brutal conduét, but “to recoyer the value of three 
“horfes, ‘which was 150 guineas, and therefore that 
fam unqueftionably would be the meafure of their da- 

* mages. 

Four witnefles fpoke in confirmation of this opening 
of the cafe. 

Mr Gisss, on the part of the defendant, faid, he 
did not ftand up in that cafe as an advocate for inhu- 
manity, and he fhould be extremely forry if the Jury 

“thought he was capable, in a moral point of view, to 
‘defend fuch conduét. All he had to regret was, that 
he did not know he had to meet fuch evidence, and 
therefore could not be prepared to anfwer it. 


The learned Counfel’s defence feemed to prefent a 
new cafe. He endcavoured to fhew that thefe horfes 
had not been deftroyed in confequence of want of wa- 
ter, but that, from the very ftormy and tempeftuous 
weather they had got loofe, dida great deal of mifchief, 
and mote was expected ; and therefore, to prevent more 
mifchief being done, they were killed. No witnefs 
dared to {wear that the horfes were killed for want of 
water. lt wasan act of humanity to the crew to de- 
ftroy them. ‘The weather was fo ftormy and tempel- 
taous, that failors who had been acquainted with that 
navigation for 30 years, had fcarcely ever feen fuch a 
fea. 1f the Captain had done all that any man under 
‘fach circumftances could do, he ought not certainly to 
bear the lofs. : 


The chief mate and fteward of the thip were exa- 
‘mined, and the tendency of. their evidence was to con- 
-firm this -ftatement. They roundly afferted that the 
-Captain and they had done every thing in their power 
‘for the fafety of the crew and of the horfes. 


Lord Kenyon faid there were two queftions; 
whether the lois of the hotfes had been occafioned 
from the want of their having a fuflicient quantity of 
water, or from the neglect in not flinging them ; in both 
which cafes he thought the plaintiff had a right to re- 
cover. Upon the whole of the evidence, he was of 
opinion that the lofs to the plaintiff had been occafioned 
by the negligent and inhuman conduct of the defend- 
ant, and thould therefore recommend the fury to find 
a verdi& for the plaintiff to the amount of the value of 
the thorfes. —Verdict for the plaintiff, damages 150

It fhall march by part of the Tur- 
kith States toZara, in Dalmatia, where his Sicilian 
Majelty thall have ready, at the time of the arrival of 
the faid corps, both veilels ready for tranf{porting them 
to Italy, and provilions neceflury for fubfilting them. 

Art. IIL. The two high contracting parties fhall 
previoufly employ their care with his Majetty the Em- 
petor and the Ortoman Porte, in order that the Ruf- 
fian auxiliaries may have a free paflage both in their ap- 
proaching march and when they fhall return to Ruflia. 

‘Art. 1V. The auxiliary Ruffian troops hall be pro- 
vided with warlike ammunition by his Majefty the 
Emperor of all the Ruthas; he alfo takes upon him- 
felf the pay of thefe troops, and the recruiting of them 
during the time they thal! be employed in the fervice of 
his Majefty the King of the two Sicilies. With re- 
fpect to provifions and forage, this ‘article fhall be fur- 
nifhed by his Sicilian Majefty, as the. party requiring, 
oo the fame footing, as the fame troops receive it by 
virtue of the ordinance of their own Sovereign. Quar- 
ters fhall be provided for them, and all the advantages 
fhal! be procured for them, which the troops of the 
Court requiring stheir afhitance enjoy or may enjoy 
while in campaign or in quarters, 

Art. V. In order to avoid all mifunderftanding be- 
tween the two high contraéting parties, they have a- 
greed and ftipulated—firft, that notwithitanding the 
Court requiring afliftance is obliged to provide for the 
fubfiftence of the auxiliary troops, from the moment 
that they march off the Ruffian frontiers, and alfo after 


their paffage on the right bank of the Dnielter, his 
Majelty the Emperor of Ruilia, for the greater conve- 


nience, will himfelf provide tor the fubfifleuc of the faid 
troops till their arrival at Zara in Dalmatia, on this 
condition, that the King of the two Sicilies will remit 
to Peterfourg in the. courfe ef the next year, or if 
more fuitable to the General commanding the auxilia- 
ries, the fum of 100,000 roubles, in which fuia is 
comprifed the full expences, viz. provifions, forage, and 
fubliftence money. Secondly, that the faid troops fhal] 
receive from the moment of their arrival at Zara, and 
even to their return to that city on account of the King 
of the two Sicilies, through the means of his Com- 
wiffaries, and conformably to what is f{tipulated in 
the fourth article of the prefent treaty, provifions and 
forage necellary for their maintenance. For their re- 
turn into Ruffia provifion will be made after. the man- 
ner ftipulated in the firlt part of this article. But fhould 
the Ruffian troops on their return home take another 
reute, the two Courts fhall previoufly concert means 
on the above expreffed premiffes. ‘Thirdly, That in 
addition to the provifion aod forage, the Ruffian troops 
thall receive from his Majefty of the two Sicilies, 
during their continuance in his fervice, five Ruflian 
peace per day for fubfiftence money. 
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The Hamburgh mails, of which two were due, have 
arcived. One of them is of a date anterior to the one 
received on Wednefday, and confequently brings little 
new: the other confirms the accounts already received 
of the fuccefs gained by the Auftrians in Italy, on the 
5th, 6th, and 8th ult. but does not bring the accounts 
down fo late as we have already received through the 
French Journals, by which it appears that they had gain- 
ed fome farther advantages almoft a week later, which 
we may expeét to find of more importance than the 
French have ftated. R 

Reports of an armiftice being on the tapis is revived 
in the letters by thefe mails, but we do not think on 
grounds fufficient to entitle them to credit. 

Intelligence was received on the 13th ult. at the 
head-quarters of the Archduke Charles, that Field Mar- 
thal Prince Suwarrow had received orders, by a courier 
from St Peterfourgh, to withdraw from the theatre of 
war with the whole Ruflan army. The Archduke 
immediately fent off difpatches with this important in- 
formation to Vienna, and to Field Marfhal Lieutenant 
Prince Reufs and Field Marfhal Lieutenant Orelli, who 
commanded the Auftrian forces in the Grifons, and at 
Feldkerch. ‘The time of the departure of the Ruflians, 
and their route, are not yet mentioned, and it 3s pre- 
fumed that counter orders may yet arrive from St Pe- 
terfburgh, fhould fome particular circumftances intervene. 
It is, however, fuppofed, that the Ruflian army will re- 
tire, for the prefent, into Bohemia. Orders have been 
given to prepare every thing for the march of the troops 
through Munich, and a great many veffels have been put 
under requiftion in the upper Danube. The heavy ar- 
tillery is to be {ent down the Danube to Linz. 

The corps of Coude retires into Upper Bavaria. 





INTELLIGENCE FROM FRANCF., 

We this day received the Paris papers to the 1ft inft. 
inclufive. ‘They contain feveral interefting pieces of in- 
telligence, which we here fubjoin : 

PARIS— 8 FRIMAIRE, NOV, 29. 

By accounts from the department of la Manche dated 
the 2d, welearn that the Chouans beat at la Fofle feem 
to have rallied in the forelt of St Sever, and that Ger- 
rard, Count de Buays, and his divifion, have not 
quitted the diftricts adjacent to the departments of Orne- 
Ja Mayenne, and Ille-et-Vilaine. Frotte has penetra- 
ted with his divifion into the ci-devant Brittany. It ap- 
pears: that their views are directed againft Avranches, 
Several fingle bands, of from one to three hundred, tra. 
verfe the fame diiricts, and raife contributions in moncy 
arms; and men. It is apprehended that the Ruflians 
fent to winter in Jerfey and Guernfey may be deftined 
to favour the movements of the rebels, or even to win 
them. ; 
By a letter from Evereux, dated.6 Frimaire, we are 
informed that the. Chouans have evacuated Pacy, and 
that having afterwards retired to Nantilly, they wer 
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obliged them to leave m their Hipht ail cheie arms and 


baggage.

NEW CONSTITUTION. 

Reports refpecting the New Conflitution : 

There are to be three Chambers, one confifting of 
100 Members to propofe laws ; one of 400 to approve 
or reject them ; laftly, one called a Conflitutional Jury, 
compofed of 100 Members, 80 of whom to be nomina- 
ted by the people, and 20 chofen by the government. 
The functions of the Jury thall be to elect the Legifla- 
tive body out of lifts prefented to them by the Cenrral 
Adminiltrations: ‘The duration of the functions of thefe 
three bodies fhall be for five years. They fhall be af- 
fembled four months in the year. The falary of the 
Members hall be 12,000 livres (Sc0l.) They thal not 
hold any place during the period of the exiltence of the 
Legiflature. 

The departments fhall be preferved in their topogra- 
phical extent. In each there flial! be adminiftrations of 
the large communes, with which thail be conjoined a 
delegate. Each department fhall have a central admi- 
niftraion. There fhall be three degrees of jurifdictions. 

The firft thali be formed of jultices of the peace, de- 
ciding in the laft refort to the extent of 100 livres ; and 
in the firlt inftance of matters to the value of 500 livres, 

Second degree. The tribunals of the great communes, 
which fhall be compofed of three Judges, who in the 
firft inftance fhall take cognizance of all caufes, and 
thal! decide in the Jalt refort upon queftions that do not 
involve the value of 500 livres. 

Third degree. The Tribunals of the departments 
which thall take cognizance in the la(t refort of all quef- 
tions civil and criminal. They fhall be compofed of a 
Prefident, a public Profecutor and feven Judges. 

‘Lhe Electors thall be appointed in the Primary Affem- 
blics of the great Communes. ‘Their number thal] be 
in proportion to the population. ; 

The lift of them thal! be prefented to the Central 
Adminiftrations, by which they fhall be reduced to a 
determinate number. ‘Thefe fo reduced, fhall then be 
tranfmitted to the Conftitutional Jury, who fhall choofe 
out of their number the Members of the Legiflacive bo- 
dies. ; 

No condition for eligibility fhall be required. 

There fhall be 14 Minitters, that is, as many as their 
are departments in their united Minittries. 

The Executive Power hall be compofed of a Grand 
Magiltrate and of two Confuls ; likewife renewed every 
five years. 

* ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The Reprefentative Government is preferved. 

The number of a¢tive citizens is much reduced. 

{n order to be entitled to the privileges of that charaéter, 
a perfon mult pay direct contributions to the amount of 
twelve days labour. 

The whole French Republic fhall be divided into 25 
grand divifions, which fhall be called: Prefeftures. Each 
of them fhail be fub-divided into a certain number of 
cantons and diftriéts. All the active citizens hall af- 
femb'e in the principal town of their canton, and there 
they fhall reduce themfelves to the number of 100 3 and 
thefe hundreds again fhall reduce their number to ten 
perfons. 

The total number of thefe different tens, will, out of 
the whole country, give 5000 citizens, who only thall 
be eligible to places, the appointments to which haye 
hitherto been in the people. 

But who are to make thefe eleétions? 

‘Phere hall be a Conttitutionary ( Conflitutionaire ) 
Jury, confilting of 80 perfons, 20 of whom thall be left 
open for the purpofe after mentioned. 

This Jury thall make ail the popular elegtions, and 
fhall-have power to fet afide thofe whom the people may 
have appointed. 

It thall likewife have another duty. 

If any of the citizens elected by it, or any other per- 
fon holding an employment to which influence is atrach- 
ed, fhould render himfelf dangerous to liberty, eicher 
by great talents or great fuccefs, tke Jury fhall pro- 
nounce againtt him a kind of Oltracifin, and this wh/orde 
(for that is the expreflion to be adopted,) after ie 
ving him from his fun@ions, fhall call him to occupy 
one of the 20 places, which, as we ftated, are to remain 
vacant in the Jury itielf. Each of the citizens thus a}- 
Sorbed fhatl become a member of the Jury by {eniority, 
according as any of the fixty places fall vacant. 

Excepting for thefe purpofts, the Confticutiona ry 
Jury fhail have no influence in the Government, which

The Duke went in his carriage to meet the Mar- 
quis at Cullen Houfe ; at about two miles from Foch- 
abers it was met by the Duke’s tenants, farm fervants, 
and the people of the country, with “the Friendly So- 
ciety and their colours flyidg, when they immediately 
took the horfes from the carriage, aod drew it with 
fhouts and acclamations into the town. There the Vo- 
lunteers of the county of Moray were drawn up, recei- 
ving his Lordfhip with military honours as he paffed, 
and firing immediately after a feu de joie of three rounds. 
When they came to the Caltle, a company of the 
Banffihire Volunteers received the Marquis in the fame 
manner. A public dinner followed at the Caftle, where 
the father led in the joy of his fon’s fate return, and 
gave to the general feltivity a heightened glee of unaf- 
fected pleafure. 
In the town of Fochabers an ox was soalted for the 
people, and ale not fpared to addto their mith and 
happinefs. 
In the evening there was a general illamination—in. 
the centre window of the town-houfe appeared a large 
tranfparency, decorated by every ait that. could be de- 
rived from the ingenuity of lamps of different colours, 
to blazon “ Long life to the gallant Huntty—Suc- 
cefs to the brave Gordon Highlanders,” with all mili- 
tary and Highland infignia.

BUONAPARTE’s EXPEDITION. 
{ Coneled: d from the Mercury of Re nals. ) 

The divifion of General Kleber, and the cavalry, 
took their refpective pofitions, the infantry behind the 
dam of the trenches, the cavalry in tront of the river of 
trcre, 1500 wifes from the fortifications. General 
Kleber feat information to Genera! Regnier, whofe di- 
vifion was in the trenches, that he had taken his pofi- 
tions. The latter immediately made his corps file off 
in the greateft filence till they reached the extremity o! 
the trenches. The ficld-pieces were carried off, and 
proceeded with the army. ‘The divifion of Regnier re- 
turned to the camp to take up their baggage, and follow 
the courfe-of the relt of the troops. When they had 
pafled the bridge, the divifign of Kleber began likewife 
to move. It was followed by the cavalry, who left 
100 dragoons difmiounted, to protec the workmen em- 
ployed in: deftroying the two bridges. ‘They had orders 
not to quit the banks of the river till two hours after 
the laft of the infantry had croffed. 3eneral Junot, 
with his corps, had proceeded to the Mill of Kerdanna, 
to cover the left wing of the army. — Svs 

The fiege would have been raifed in the day-time, if 
the road, for three leagues, had not led along the 
beach. Had we then done it, the enemy would hve 
followed our courfe, and kept up a cannanade, which it 
was proper to avoid. ; 

The enemy continued to fire upon our parallels du- 
ring the whole night, and did not perceive till next day 
that the fiege was caifed. ‘They had fuffered fo much, 
that they did not attempt any movement to follow us, 

‘The army conduéted the march with the greateft or- 
der. On the 2d we arrived at Cantoura, a port which 
had been our landing place for the articles coming from 
Damietta ro Jaffa, and where had been landed our fiege 
artillery, and the Turkith field-pieces taken at Jaa. 
This artillery, confilting of 40 pieces, had been, trom 
time to time, carried to the camp at Acre, to fupply the 
place of the French field-pieces, which we were obliged 
to employ as battering pieces in the fiege. 

Buonaparte had not forces fufficient to draw this im- 
menfe quantity of T'urkith artillery. He preferred the 
mode of carrying off by fea to Jaffa his fick and wound- 
ed. He refolved to carry off only 20 Turkith pieces. 
He caufed 20 to be thrown into the fea, and burnt the 
cartiages and caiffons in the harbour of Cantoura. 

. All the fick and wounded were fent off to Jaffa. Ge-' 
nerals, Officers, Adminiftrators, all gave their horfes 
for the fervice ; not a Frenchman was left behind. 

- Onahe 3d, the army flept upon the ruins of Cefarea. 

» Qn the following day feveral Naploufians appeared at the 
port of ‘Abouzaboura. Some of them were taken and 
fhot ; the reft retired. Their purpofe was to plunder 
the ftragglers who are to be found about an army. 

On the 4th the army encamped four leagues from 
Jaffa, upon a river which formed a kind of creek. De- 
tachments were fent to burn the villages which had fent 
parties to harrafs our convoys during the fiege. The 
grain was burnt, and the cattle carried off. 

_ On the 5th the army arrived at Jaffa. A bridge of 
boats had been thrown over the little river of Labahia, 
which is with difficulty paffed at a ford along the bar, 
formed at the place where it falls into the fea, 

“On the 6th, 7th, and 8th, the army {topped at Jaffa. 
This interval was employed in: punifhing the villages 
which had conducted themfelves improperly. The corn 
as well as cattle was carried off. The fortifications of 
Jaffa were blown up. All the artillery in the fort was 

thrown into the fea. The wounded were fent off partly 

by land and: fea; the 2d battalion of the 69th and 22d 
light, were detached fucceflively to efcort ‘the convoys 
by. land. 

The merchants of Jaffa paid a contribution of 150,000 
livres. 

_ General Dugua wrote to Buonapatte from Egypt, in. 
forming him that fymptoms of revolt had manifelted 
themfelves in the provinces of Benisneff, Charkie, afd 
efpecially in that of Bahire ; that the Englifh had made 
their appearance at Suez; that the Mamelukes who 
were driven from Upper Egypt, and who had defcended 
into the provinces of Lower Egypt, made feveral at- 
tempts to ftimulate the people to infurreCtion ; but every 
thing was quieted by the activity of the troops, and the 
vigilant conduct of the Generals ; that the city of Cairo, 
and the other principal cities of Egypt, had remained 
in the moft perfe& tranquillity. 

Thefe infurreétions were a ramification of the plan 
of a general attack which was to be made upon the 
French in Egypt, and that at the time Dgezzar was to 
go. into Syria, and when the Anglo-Turkith fleet was 
to prefent itfelf before Damictta. The details of this 
confpiracy it may not be uninterefting to record *.

* A tribe of Arabs, who came from Africa, had pitched 
their camp upon the confines of the province of Gizeh, on the 
rsth Ventose, and promoted great disturbances in it by their 
robberies, and by their attempts to stir up the Fellahs. Gene- 
ral Dugua ordered General Lannusse to march against them. 
He laid an ambuscade for them, carried their camp, and dis- 
persed them. The son of General Leclerc, a young man of ine 
finite promise, was wounded. A few days after the village of 
Bondeim, in the province of Charkie, broke out into open re- 
volt. ‘fhe Chiet of Brigade Duranteau, a meritorious officer, 
marched against it on the 24th Ventose, and reduced it to 
the Pacha of Egypt, who, upon the arrival of the French, 
had fled to Cairo with Ibrahim Bey, left his Kyaia in that city. 
"This man had observed # prudent line of conduct, which gained 
hima on the part of Buonaparte a kind of political confidence. 
"The Commander in Chief conferred upon kim the place of Emir 
Hadji for the next Caravan of Mecca. He also communicated 
to him the design of his expedition into Syria, and it was agreed 
that he.should fellow the army into that country. He had con- 
sequently begau his journey, but moved on but slowly, and 
made a halt in the province of Charkie. He is supposed to 
have received the intelligence that Buonaparte was dead, and 
that the army was totally defeated. —Upon this he broke out 
iuto open revolt, and endeavoured to stir up insurrection in the 
province of Charkie, in concert with some of the Arabs who 
united with him. General Dugua, whose activity isonly equal- 
led by his foresight, gave orders to General Lanusse to go in 

ursuit of him; but as he was always forewarned of the march 
of the French, he fled at their approach, and escaped from thein 
by throwing himself into the Desert, and from thence he tried 
to gain the mountains of Damas, (Damascus. } . 

In the beginning of Floregl, an emissary who came from A- 
frica landed at Derne; he played the part of a saint, and was 

surrounded by disciples. He also jomed the Arabs, calling him- 

sclf the Ange! Ei Madhi, anuounced in the Alcoran. ‘I wo 
kuhdred Maugrabins also arrived from Africa, as it were acci- 
dentally, and joined his standard. He gave out that the mus- 
quets, the bayonets, the sabres, the canz.on of the French, could 
have no power to injure the true believers who should march 
under his command ; that on the contrary, at the very sight of 
their arms the French would become deprived of all power of 
resistance. Ile gained their confidence, and when he imag:n- 
ed himself in sutlicient strength, he marched against Demen- 
hurel with the Arabs. (These Arabs had a few days before 


concluded a treaty of peace with General Marmont at Alex- 


The army fer out on the oth Prairial for Ibne ; 
Regnier’s civifion forming the left column, marched by 
Ramie, with orders to burn the villages, and to deftroy 
all the harveft. ‘I'he head-quarters, the divilions of Bon 
and Lannes took the central road, and likewile burnt 
the villages and the corn harveft. A column ot caval- 
ry was detached to the right along the coalt. They 
fcoured the downs, and drove in the cattle that had 
there been collected. Kleber’s divifion formed the rear- 
guard, and had orders not to quit Jaffa till the 1oth. 
In this order the army marched as far as Kan-Jou- 
nefle ; that immenfa plain prefented but one blaze of 
fire ; fo dreadful was the vengeance inflicted for the 
affainations commitied oa our troops, and for the very 
frequent attacks on our convoys, while this fevere mea~ 
fare, rendered necefury by the laws of war, deprived 
the enemy of all means of turnithing magazines and fe- 
curing provifions. 

The army encamped on the 1oth at Mecheltal, and 
arrived on the rath at Gaza, from which ‘jit moved 
again on the 12th. ‘The city had conducted itfelf very 
peaceably ; it was therefore entitled to prote@ion of 
perfons and property. ‘U'he fortrefs was blown up; and 
three of the rich inhabitants, whofe conduct had been 
very holtile, were taxed with a contribution of one hun- 
dred thoufand livres. Kleber’s divifion continued a 
day’s march behind. 

‘The army arrived at Kan Jouneffe on the 12th, 
and again purfued their march on the 13th Prairial. 
They entered the defert, followed by an immenfe quan- 
tity of cattle, which they -had taken from the enemy, 
and with which they intended to provifion El-Arifch. 
The defert between this place and Kan Jounefle com- 
prifes a fpace of eleven leagues, inhabited by the 
Arabs, who had frequently attacked our convoys. We 
burnt feveral of their camps; we carried away a great 
number of their cattle and camels, and fet fire to a {mall 
harvelt that was collected in fome parts of the defert. 

On the 14th Prairial the army ftopped for the day 
at El-Arifch. Buonaparte there left a garrifon. He 
ordered new works to be conftructed for the defence of 
the fort ; he caufed it to be fupplicd with ftores and 
provifions. ‘ 

The army continued its march to Cathich, where it 
arrived on the 16th. The divilion, although marching 
fucceflively, faftained great inconvenience from want of 
water. ‘The defert is 22 leagues in extent, iu which 
there is no fupply to be had, except about half way, 
where there is a bad well of brackith water ; the army 
ftopped at Cathich. T'he fort contains confiderable ma- 
gazines. Buonaparte availed himfelf of this‘occafion to 
infpe& Tinch, Pelufium, and the mouths of Onoufarrege. 
A confiderable parrifon remained at Cathich. A Ge- 
neral of Brigade was appointed to the command of it; 
and it was reinforced by a junction with thofe of El- 
Arifch and Tinch, where a fort was eftablifhed to keep 
poffeflion of the mouth of the Onnufarrege. 

On the 18th, the army continued its march. 

The head-quarters were removed on the 19th, in or- 
der to proceed to Salchich. The divifion of Kleber 
marched to Tinch to embark for Damietta. The relt 
of the army was colleéted at Cathich, where it remain- 
ed fome time, and then proceeded to Cairo, where it ar- 
rived the 27th. The grandees of Cairo, with the peo- 
ple, came out to meet the army, which drew 7 in Or- 
der of parade. The natives were aftonithed to fee it in 
the fame ftate as if it juft had come out of barracks. 
The foldiers confidered themfelves as it were in their 
native country in returning into Cairo, and the inhabi- 
tants received us as their compatriots. The army enga- 
ged in the Syrian expedition in four months loft about 
700 men by difeafe *, 500 killed in battle, and about 
1000 wounded, 90 of whom underwent amputation, 
and were rendered incapable of ferving but in the inva- 
lids. Almoft all the other wounded men are cured, and 


have joined their corps.

withstanding the order which their commander had received to 
repair to the fortress of Rahmanie. 

‘Lhe Angel E] Madhi took advantage of this success, and pro- 
duced an msurrection of the whole province. The Chief of 
Brigade, Lefebvre, set out from the fortress of Rahmanie with 
200 men; but all were in a state of insurrection, both Arabs 
and Fellahs: he was surrounded, but he fought until night, 
when he retived into the fortress, having killed every one who 
came within reach of his fire. Saint El Madhi lost no smail 
portion of his disciples, whom our balls had reached; but the 
province still continued in a state of revolt. General Lanusse, 
with a moveable column nmiarched on the 19th Floreal to Rha- 
manie, and from thence to Demenhurel, bearing down every 
thing before him. He put 1500 men of that town to the sword, 
and burnt the town itself. He dispersed the disciples of Saint 
E! Madhi, who himself took to flight, wounded, and ready to 
die with fear. The Maugrabins passed the Nile and made 
their way into Charkie. ‘The province was then reduccd to 
submission. 

In the interim the Mamelukes, who were driven from Up- 
per Egypt by General Dessaix, had gone down into the pro- 
vince of Lower Egypt. They endeavoured to raise the Fellahs 
and the Arabs; they were however defeated by the Chief of 
Brigade D’Estres, ‘They took refuge in the province of Char- 
kie, into which, pursuant to an order from General Dngua, 
the General of Brigade, Davorest, pursued. On the rgth 
Floreal he came up with Elphinbey, and the Arabs Bellis ; he 
defeated them, and killed three principal Kyachiefs; the re- 
niainder fled into Oasis of Houred, and made their way into 
Syria by the Deserts. 

General Lanusse, who, by his activity and the astonishing 
rapidity of his motions to every point where sedition had bro- 
ken out, came up on the 17th Prairial in the Charkie with the 
Maugrabins, and with the fugitives from Bahire, 150 of whom 
he killed, and burnt the village in which they had taken shel- 
ter. 

On the rsth Floreal an English man of war anda frigate 
presented themselves before Suez, but having found this port 
in a posture of defence, they withdrew, leaving a brig to cruize 
off the harbour. The Patriarch of Meccha compelled the En- 
glish to permit the ships to bring coffee to Suez. 

Buonaparte had, on the 16th Wentose, ordered an armed 
sloop to sail from Suez for Cosscir, and carry away all the 
wealth which the Mamelukes, after their defeat in Upper E- 
gypt, were preparing to embark; but on the first cannon shot 
the Tayliamento was blown up, and the expedition consequent- 
ly failed. 

Such was the plan ef the insurrections that were organized, 
and which broke out at the same time that we were engaged 
in taking Jatla, and in demolishing Acre; and in destroying 
the army that was to march irom Syria for Egypt, and the 
‘Yurkish fleet that was to present itsclf before Damictta, 

* At the time of our entry into Syria alf the towns were 
infected by the plague, a malady which ignorance and barbayi- 
ty render so fatal In the East. 

Those who are affected by it give themselves up for dead ; 
they are immediately abandoned by every body, and are left to 
die, when they might have been saved by medicine und atten- 
tion. 

Citizen Degenettes, principal physician to the army, display. 
ed a courage and character which entitle him to the national 
ratitude. 
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in person to the hospital the paticnis, fele the glan- 
dular swellings, dressed them, declared and maintained that the 
distemper was not the plague, but a malignant fever, with glan- 
dular swellings, which mught easily be cured by attention, and 
keeping the putient’s mind easy. 

He even carried his courage so far as to make two incisions, 
and to innoculate the suppurated matter from one of these bu- 
boes above his breast and under his arm pits, but he was not 
affected With the malady. 

He eased the minds of the soldiers, the first step to a cure, and 
by his assiduity aud constant attendance in the hospitals, a num- 
er of men attacked with the plague were cured. His example 
was followed by other officers of health. 

The lives of a number of men Citizen Degenéttes was thus 
instrumental in saving. 

He dismissed those who had been ill with the fever and bu- 
boes without the least contagion being communicated to the 
army. 

Citizen Larey, principal surgeon to the army, likewise is en- 
titled to gratitude on account of the zeal and activity which he 
displayed in dressing the wounded, which he and his assistants 
did even at the foot of the breach. Several of them were killed |
